MONDAY, MAY 6, 1996 - 0530 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 11

CURRENT SITUATION: The Southwest Area assigned a Type | Incident
Management Team to a new Ffire on the Carson NF. Resource mobilization
through NICC increased, supporting requests for this new fire. Initial
attack activity continues in the Southwest, with numerous units reporting
very high and extreme fire dangers.

Southwest Area Large Fires:

HONDO, Carson NF. A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Loving) is assigned.

Twenty-three homes have been destroyed. Numerous homes were evacuated iIn
the communities of Lava, Red River, Questa and San Cristobal. The fire
was started by trash burning in Lama. Flame lengths of 300-400 feet were
reported.

CLARK PEAK, Coronado NF. A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Frye) is
assigned. Fire activity increased yesterday afternoon, with significant
spotting which threatened the secondary line near the telescopes. No
additional acres were lost due to effective ground and air operations.
Homes in the Old Columbine area continue to be threatened. Extensive
support is required to protect the structures and hold existing lines.

Afternoon
winds will persist in the mountains and northern portion of the Southwest
area. Winds will generally be southwest to west from 15 to 30 MPH.
Southern California will be mostly sunny with morning low clouds and fog
along the coast. High temperatures will be in the 60"s to lower 70°s
along the coast, 70"s in the mountains, mid 80"s in the interior valleys
and 90"s to 105 in the deserts. Winds will be south to west by late
morning at 10 to 15 MPH with winds up to 30 MPH in the desert areas. The
potential for initial attack and escaped fire activity will continue in
the Southwest and Southern California areas, as hot and dry weather
prevails.
